(Sphere,£2.50) raiees many erucial issues.He,farmer head 
ef the MeD division DS 5 , was prosecuted under the efficial 
secrets aet in January 1985*This beek reoounts the reasens 
and eensequenoes,concerning what he has ne qualms terming a 
"Cever^-Up". • • • involving a very familiar "deuble act",Minister 
ef Defence,Michael Heseltine,and ferees minister,Jehn Stanley. 

These names will be very well knewn te all students ef that ether "cover-up' ef 
the current MeD establishment,Rendlesham Ferest.Jehn Stanley was the man whe re- 
spended te Sir Patrick Wall's (vague) questiens en the ease in the Reuse. 

There will be a full review ef this impertant beek in the next issue,but in the 
meantime de go eut and buy it.Here I want te take the eppertunity te add a few 
remarks abeut the ongoing saga ef the Rendlesham Ferest affair. 

Sadly,British ufelegy seems net te have learnt its lessons. Whilst in many 
respects we are very forward-looking,the abject refusal te take this matter in any 
serieusness since January 1981 (when Brenda Butler,Det Street and I first get in- 
velved) remains puzzling.One ef the best ef all "Sky Crash" reviews was in UFORAN 
(Australia's premier UFO magazine),where Bill Chalker perceptively detected the 
strengths and flaws in the ease and the beek.The American reviews have been almest 
entirely exuberant (everly se,in seme instanees^I think).What abeut Britain? The 
place where it all happened ( whatever it was that happened)? 

Whilst the Japanese have eleaned up en twe 90-minuto decumentaries,the American 
ufelogists have seized the initiative and provided a four-part series ef features 
en national TV (en successive nights) and have new "seld" the movie rights in the 
ease (they knew hew te manipulate ufelegy ever there, thats for surel) we in Britain 
have slumbered en as if nothing particularly special has taken place. 

British UFO media reviews ef "Sky Crash" have been negligible,with the exception 
ef TUF03; -"Quest".And I have been liberally accused ef paranoia and McCarthy 
witch-hunts because I have dared te suggest that the total lack ef media concern 
in this country might be due te maneuverings en the part ef the Thatcher government. 
Anybody whe dees net believe a politically sensitive issue like Rendlesham can be n 
and would be,censored ought te read "The Right te Knew".Its the same players in a 
different game and tells a let abeut the way their minds work. 

Recently I had a letter from a scientist (astronomer and soeieletfry major) .She 
told me that Ian Ridpath's "it was a lighthouse" thesis had been totally persuasive 
until she read "Sky Crash", by accident. NUFOIS, in Anomalous Phenomenon Review, 
praise Ridpath for having rid the oase ef the fancy notions put eut abeut it, ie 
that it was anything other than a lighthouse.And "Magenia", a magazine I normally 
have great respect for, has in my view behaved shamefully ever the Rendlesham Ferest 
case, typifying the British ufological reaction ef "it can't be, so it isnit, and 
lets print everything we can that says it isn't and ignore the rest." That's a bit 
ef a sweeping statement, since their May 1985 issue dees carry a piece by Dr Willy 
Smith attacking their negative approach te the ease. But readers ought te be aware 
ef hew "Magenia" have developed their attitude te this affair. 

"Magenia" were the source which first carried Ridpath*s desperately weak 
explanation for the story.Since that time Brenda,Det and I have repeatedly answered 
his allegations with a barrage ef facts , demonstrating v;hy the lighthouse theory 
is totally inadequate.We have exchanged letters with Ridpath, met him, offered him 
time at lectures te state his case, and enjoined in a TV debate (in which he ensured 
beforehand he get the majority ef the air time) .Tet when he published his worn eut 
ideas in "The Guardian" this January (fer which we were net allowed space te reply) 
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he took into aeeeunt none ef eur counter-arguments and excused his dismissal ef 
eur work (fer which we were described as nameless 'UFO buffs' and ether sueh term¬ 
inology) with the pathetio reply that he had ne obligation te refer te fod* as his 
article carried epinien. 

Ian Ridpath, it must be made clear,has net Interviewed a single witness te the 
events in Rendlesham Ferest.His views are based upon the testimony ef one young 
forestry werker (whe is net eenvineed himself ef what he says) that he found seme 
marks in the weeds ene month after the events whieh he thought were rabbit holes 
and which have been the ones allegedly left by the UFO. 

"Magenia", in reviewing "Sky Crash",took the line that the evidence in the beek 
eeuld net be trusted and tried te blaeken the integrity and credibility ef the 
authers (a sure sign that the facts cannot be debated so new taoties are required) . 

I wrete a response te the 'Magenia" review,whieh was sent back by "Magenia" as 
"inadequate". I wqs asked te write something lenger.Se I did. I compiled a 4000 werd 
article entitled "Grounding the Lighthouse" - whieh point by point demolishes the 
Ridpath argument. It was abeut time I did this,I thought. 

Admittedly this was after my first reaction te the initial "Magenia" rejection 
slipj whioh was te tell them I had better things te de than write and rewrite 
articles fer them.• .things like investigating the case,fer instance. However,I 
was pricked by my conscience.If I de net respond te the sourrileus attack then many 
sensible ufologists might understandably eenelude there was ne reosenubte defence te 
the Ian Ridpath distortions, deceptions and grossly inadequte field study. 

"Magenia" sent my article back with the strange comment that it concentrated en 
things which did net "directly relate tc the centents ef the book";, or the review 
thereof.Since the whole anti-Rendlesham attitude id based en the "there must be an 
explnnatien - and Ridpath has it" interpretat ien then I refute that .Especially as 
"Magenia" have so championed the cause ef the lighthouse.Indeed in the issue fer 
which my article was rejected a letter from Ridpath en the subject is printedl 

As I said earlier I have much respect fer "Magonia" and am saddened by what seems 
te be very disproportionate view, by this generally excellent magazine.In printing 
Willy Smith's short but fine rejoinder te the Reger Sandell beek review Sandell 
makes seme crack abeut "outraged authers" with an "axe te grind". My only axe te 
grind is the truth. When ufelegy has a major case,fer whieh huge questiens still 
remain, yet ehampiens a theory full ef holes without defending itself, then I fear 
we have ene or twe problems. 

I de net knew what happened in Remdlesham Ferest in December 1980.1 deuht very 
much that it was an alien spaceship (although it might have been).But I knew that 
the facts prove conclusively it was mere significant than a Hothouse,seme rabbits, 
and radiation levels taken by high-ranking USAF officers whe don’t knew hew te use 
geiger counters (God help us if anyone lets them have silly things like cruise 
missiles!). We will never find eut what really did eoeur by running away from the 
ease •

In I 96 I earth mystery researcher Teny Wedd published a little Jcnewn booklet , 
"Skyways and landmarks",which teek a series ef Surrey UFO sightings,pletted them 
en a map and linked them with "leys".It was the first UFO-ley oennectien, semething 
fer which Wedd seems te have escaped recognition. 

The aim ef this beek was te re-evaluate the alignments and visit the sites.Using 
a cemputer their acouracy has been validated.The beek is very well set eut and 
lucidly written.Yeu lack nething with the right maps and phetes.The text ef Wedd's 
eriginal article is included,plus much new speculatien based upen it. 

I am net qualified te judge en the validity (er etherwise) ef the leys, and I am 
a little doubtful abeut hew many ef the "UFOs" used te cempile them weuld really 
be IFOs if investigated thereughly today. Aether this matters might be an 

interesting questiien in its ewn right. 

Certainly,whatever the truth, the authers sheuld be oengratulated en a splendid 
cempilatien ef their research.Fer the price it is heartily recemended te anyene 
intrigued by the pessibility that UFOs and earth mysteries ceuld be related.In the 
pest -*EarthLights* werld I guess that eught te be a let ef ufologists. 

THE KNIGHTS OF DANBURY by Andy Collins Barthquest Bosks, 1985 , 86 pp

Andy has come a leng way since he started te investigate UFO sightings back in 
the mid-seventies (remember the Aveley abduotien?) Mere recently he has beceme a 
prefessienal journalist,* delightful writer,and branched eut inte the in-thing ef 
the eighties,"earth mysteries".He was intimately invelved in the "Green Stene" saga 
but backed eut ef the beek published en the events; penning in fact his ewn seber 
appraisal (’"The Sword and the Stene") (Rarthquest 1982)He fellewed this the next 
year with "The Running Well Mystery",an earth mysteries/rural archee-histerical 
investigatien,whioh seld eut all 1400 eepies. New cemes this brand new werk,which 
is se beautifully preduced,written and laid eut (glessy paper,stiff cever,masses ef 
photos,bibliography,references,indexes etc) that it is hard te imagine it as 

a self-published beek.It puts many ef the big gun publishers te shame.lt is an 
abselute delight just te leek at, never mind te read. 

The centent has nething much te de with tTFOs,being an investigatien inte a oenturies 
eld mystery ef "pickled Knights" in an Essex _ ; village .Paranormal phenemena play a 
part in the reselutien, but mestly it is an excellent insight inte hew te cenduct 
an investigatien.Expertly dene,spiced with controversy,and se well written yeu 
wen't want te put it dewn. 

Fer these ef yeu still arguing the "Green Stene" saga must be nonsense,and its 
characters scurrilous rogues,read what Andy is upte new and remember - he was there! 

(ND- Andy also edits the irregular "EarthQuest News",relating all that's weird and 
wonderful in Essex;alien animals,mysteries,psychic battles,a Menercan legend cemes 
true and knocks spots off the "Green Stene" - exciting stuff.95P an issue.) 



PAUL DEVEREUK Cemments... Many thanks fer the mention in 112.May I elarify a few 
p lints? My colleagues and I concluded shortly after publication ef "Earth Lights" 
that friotien-induoed exe—oleotren effects (tribeluminescence) in reeks might be a 
mechanism te explain production ef lights by geological processes.We stated this in 
New Soientist (Sept 1 1983)-I have never thought pieze-electrioity was the underlying 
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mechanism (and when I teld Persinger he said he was epen te any other mechanism) 

Last year I saw the results ef research being carried eut at a British university 
en luminescence in minerals.They had preduoed lights from NON piezo recks ,in a 
vacuum.Light enhancers were needed te see the effect,which appeared as feathery 
streamers ef light en photographs.Mew in the landscape situation there are piezo 
recks (eg granite) and there ijs an atmosphere .Sp piexeelectrical and triboluminescence 
almost certainly eecur,but probably as side effects rather than as the root cause. 

Mere ever,when reek like granite is pressured (even Just by its presence alone) the 
incidence ef radieaotive radon gas is increased,and it was put te me that this may 
well interact with this fundamental process ...causing ionisation and ether 

effects.What the root process is we still do net knew for certain. 

I should add that I am net convinced seismio movement is necessarily the prime 
H meter H behind earth lights (as opposed te their cousins earthquake lights).Other 
things happen around faulting,including electrical and magnetic anomalies which may 
be important factors.But earth lights are unknown natural phenomena and it would be 
ridiculous te expect anyone te understand their full mechanism at this stage. 

Incidentally the 'earth light* photo in Anomaly was also in the 19^3 New Scientist.

A leek at UFOs in the publio eye 

The number ef press cuttings relating te UFOs is at an all-time lew,since I 
became BUFORA Director ef Ihvestigations in 1981 and started to receive them via 
the cuttings agency.Less than 50 cuttings have been forwarded in the last four 
menths.lt is usually upwards ef 100, even during recent lean years. 

Few ef these which are arriving relate te sightings.Most seem te be new groups 
e t investigators (especially in the ever active Pennines) Huddersfield Examiner 
(Mar 30) describes the formation ef the "Pennine Anomaly Research Group”,formed by 
NUN subscriber Andy Roberts.So I hope they intend te associate with us. 

Bradford Star (Mar 28) dees relate the CE3 ffem WYUFORG last July (see p.4) vhen 
a Thorpe Edge couple "saw a glowing structure en fdur legs standing in C'lverley 
Woods,which both ef them believed was a spacecraft",through binceluars they then 
saw "seme small,almost reptillian,humanoids collecting specimens". Sounds weird. 

Mere en this, in due course, I hope. 

The Sunday Times (Mar 10)(yes I didn't believe it eitherl) carried easily the 
best account ef the recent USSR sighting with much additional data,headed "Russians 
see light en UFOs". Replete with a cartoon shewing a vodka bottle flying past the 
cabin ef the Tupolev Jet,you might net have expected much.Especially when James Oberg 
is quoted explaining it as a secret rocket launch (his explanation new for every UFO 
sighting in Russia,after he get it right, once,a few years back'.) The flight ( 8852 ) 
was from Tblisi te Tallinn and was 75 miles from Minsk at 30,000 feet when the UFO 
was petted at 04*10.1710 light display,illuminating the ground and then the plane, 
might sound like a space launch,as might the green oleud left behind.But when the 
cloud tailed the aircraft,was tracked en ground radar travelling at 300 mph and 
"changed shape into a plum,then a square and finally 'solidified' asa giant needle- 
nosed wingless airoraft with a curious animal like tail illuminated by a green and 
yellow light" I think Oberg is stretching his explanation a bitl Ground radar at 
three sites (Riga,Vilnius and Tallinn) all tracked aircraft and UFO hefore it left. 

'"e conclude I like the Private Eye account ef the Australian woman,on a beach 
near Perth,who saw "a hot black bleb about the size ef a crumpet" land from the sky.

Mere en the whirlwind mystery 1 

Following the southern counties "circles" mysteries, and last issues "stationary 
whirlwind" sighting at Rhyl, reader Paul Wilson (a computer scientist) describes 
a personal experience which he and his fiancee had in Summer 1979 (mere precision 
is net possible^although it was Just after com harvesting.) 

The place was Maidenhead,Berks,and the time was 2-3pm en a 
hot and sunny day.There was no wind and the air was still 
(conditions typical ef the stationary whirlwind phenomenon). 

The first sign of an effect was stalks ef corn rising in 
a spiral above a hedge seme 100 yards away .It was a "lazy" 
affair which petered eut just above tree top height(although 
seme corn stalks went a little higher before settling baok te earth.There was no 
sound and the spiral (staying put in one position) lasted between 60 and 90 seconds 
before Just stepping.Seme ef the stalks which descended te earth right by them were 
studied and looked normal.Unfortunately,there was no easy access te the field and 
this,coupled with lack ef undue concern,prevented the state ef the ground beneath 
the "whirlwind" being examined. Any bets that a circle would have been present? 




Scientist spots UFO ever Russia ! 

In view ef the recent Aeroflot UFO sighting (see media matters) this is a fascinating 
account made by witness,Mr GC,new 79> and a retired experimental nuclear scientist. 

He was with a party en a "Saga" (ever 60's) holiday te the USSR and had visited Yalta 
and ether places.They were returning te Gatwiok,having left Leningrad,en the after¬ 
noon ef 5 July 1984 (time approx 14*00 local). They were flying at 35,000 ft,air¬ 
speed 5^0 mph,and about half-way through their flight.(ie 
about 2.hrs .55 n.n'» from touchdown) .Suddenly in a mere or less 
blue sky a pile ef heaped cloud was seen midway tevards the 
horizon (looking south).Sticking eut ef this,at an angle ef 
about 25 degrees te the vertical,was a Jet black cylinder. 
It was very distinct and clearly outlined.In appearance it 
resembled "a sausage sticking eut ef a plate ef mashed 
potato"(t) The object was pointed eut te the passengers 
immediately ahead and behind,and both saw it.One ef them (a woman) commented "that's 
a mightly long telegraph pelel" The ether,a man who was a retired "aircraft inspector 
said he was baffled.The phenomenon did net alter in appearance during the 3 minutes 
observation time and was eventually obscured by vleud passing in front ef it.The 
witnesses were certain it was a physical object and net an eptioal illusion (eg a 
shadow ef the aircraft en distant cloud)- although I feel loathe te rule eut that 
option.Sadly no photographs were taken,as the airline "Aeroflot" ban camera use en 
beard their planesl (Suprise, surprisel) 



Sit Thi Deawn ....Have I get a story te telll 

Popular Lancashire folk group "The Houghton Weavers" are well known in the nerth-woBi 
for their music and humour.They have produced many records,have had their own TV 
series with the BBC for six years^and have a global fan-club with 3000 members init. 
But one Friday in February it was a big day for them .They were doing a national shew 
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fer the very first time.On the Stuart Hall Radio Twe "Chat Shew" they were te 
present their unique blend ef camerarderie (which makes their TV shew "Sit Thi Deawn" 
se papular) Fer the whcioef Britain. It was a feed day fer me tee, because whilst 
they sang the songs en the shew I presided the chat element,discussing UFOs and the 
paranermal far an heur en this live programme. Before,and afterwards (inte the early 
heurs ef Saturday,as the shew gees eut reund Midnight) I had plenty ef chance te 
talk infernally te the beys as the BBC liberally supplied us with ’green ream* 
lubrieatien. Here I learnt seme fascinating things. 

Teny Berry,lead singer,intreduced himself te me,when he heard I had arrived te 
talk abeut UFOs,with the wards "Perhaps yea can help me? I've just wen a beak abeut 
the subject in a raffle at a fete I epened.Can yeu tell me whether it's werth 
reading? I can't remember whe it's by,but its called something like "UFO Study"..." 

He was being serious (I thinki) Having advised him fc avidly digest it,he preceded 
te explain hew in Summer 1973 he was at Berwick Hall,near Camferth,Lancs,with a 
girlfriend.lt was abeut 05*00 and they were eut in the fields (watching the dawn, sc> 
he assures mei) Suddenly in the west an orange "spot' appeared ? which inside 20 seoends 
grew inte an eval and then a cigar.lt was at abeut tree-tep height and there was ne 
seucd.Even the birds had temperarily stepped singing, he added.Then "whumph" ®t just 
vanished. They presumed it was a reflection ef the rising sun, but this appeared a 
geed half heur later in a slightly different part ef the sky.What was it they saw,he 
asked? He had heard that the Hall was haunted.Maybe it was a ghest? Or maybe not. 

Guitarist Jeff Hill struck me as a much mere dewn-te-earth persen.Whilst I was 
unsure,even several heurs lateralf m eny Berry was being serieus (altheugh I 
speke te hie girlfriend when the greup were in the studio and I ceuld be alene with 
her - and she insisted it was true) Jeff was currently reading Kusche’s selutien te 
the Bermuda Triangle mystery and was genuinely interested in real investigatien.He 
described a red light seen in the late seventies ever the village ef Culcheth (between 
Leigh and Warringten).It havered Fer seme time ever a farm and then zipped eff.He 
was willing te entertain a helicepter,but said he heard abselutely ne seund altheugh 
it was a quiet night.3imilar red lights have been seen in Culcheth befere,asl ndvined. 

But the mest intriguing stery osme frem the groups read manager whe ene night 
was driving past a field in Leigh^where a few days befere the lecal press had reperted 
a "UFO landing".He tee ceuld see a distant erange glew te the seuth and se get eut 
ef his oar and walked inte the field.Quickly he realised he was seeing the burn-eff 
frem the huge eil refinery at Carringten (which when it reflects eff lew cleud has 

been a seurce ef many IFO reperts in seuth Lancashire)|altheugh Peter Heugh (whe 
investigated the eriginal 'landing') dees net believe it was the answer in that case. 
The read manager,having satisfied his ewn curiesity,was all set te leave when he 
neticed twe men in a car parked in the field.He asked what they were doing and they 
explained hew they were leeking fer'flying saucer® He weuld have argued with them, 
but spetted a revolver on the back seat.They saw him leeking at it and added,"Well - 
yeu never knew whe's going to get out of one ef these things, de yeu?" 

He left the field in rather a hurry and was a put eff UFO spetting after that'.

just risen.lt was net even full and se did net leek round. He reported his 
sighting te RAF Binbreek. Nigel Wat sen investigated the lighting and says that FM 
used te work at the I'ermanby Park Steel plant, but new works (in the summer only) at 
a Holiday Camp,as entertainments manager. It is passible this abject was a bright 
mpteer^^ith duration slightly exaggerated.FM is sure it was pretty well elevated 
above the ground...se,in view ef his job,i Vs a case ef the UFO that was "high di high". 


MTSTERY ENCOUNTERS OVER BURNLEY 

Case 8501 MUFORA (Peter Hough A Mike Sacks) Case 8502 WAPIT (Carol Halsall) 

At about 21,15 hrs on January 23 1985 JS,a 47 yr old headmaster from a Burnley 
school,had a close encounter with his family from their home at Brierfield.(ca<,e Sb'ci) 
J3 was first alerted by a "thud",which he presumed to be 
snow (which blanketed the ground) falling eff the reef.But 
there was ne sign ef anythingjand then,thinking it might be 
youths throwing 8newaballs,he went eut te investigate.In the 
NNW an extremely brilliant light was visible moving slowly 
towards the school.Puzzled after watching its approach for 
a fdw minutes-jhe called te his wife and three daughters (aged 
15 and twins aged 13) .They all came eut as it prised overhead. 
The height was estimated as ne mere than 500 ft arid when it got almost abeve them the 
bright light went eut and a distinct diamond or 'kite* shape was visible.This had 
four distinct green lights at each apex,a red/amber central li^ht,dark black 'vanes' 
or * holes',coming eut like spokes from the centre,and twinkling bluish 'fairy' lights 
scintilating around the edge.They debated the prospect ef it being an aircraft, 
because aircraft inbound te Manchester are often seen en this N] W-$3E flightpath. 

But it was extremely unusual,meved se slowly it appeared te 'drift' and made ne seund 
at all.They watched it for a further period ef time (making 15 minutes in all) as it 
vanished in the general direction ef the Pennine Hills^between Oldham and Leeds. 

A couple ef additional points...JS says the street outside was very dark bocause the 
stretlamps were temporarily broken.Also the read was unexpectedly devoid ef traffic 
and very quiet during the encounter (classio Oz Factor Effect).A staff member at the 
school also heard a thump en the reef at the time,but did net go outside or see any¬ 
thing.MUFORA has been unable to provide any evidence that this was an aircraft,and a 
very sensible group ef witnesses remarked "(if it was) it was very unusual and 
remarkably silent." 

Even mere remarkable is the skr'.k; ng similarity between this sighting and the ene 
in seuth Wales en Jan 19 1983 (shape,light patterns,Oz factor,slew movement A silence) 
X followed this up at length with the BBC^fer.a 30 minute documentary screened onJy in 
Wales in June 1984, based upon an MeD report leaked to rae^first alerting us te the 
case. Part ef the evidence is related in BUFORA Bulletin 015/0l6 3 in my article "UFOs 
Cymru" - but the BBC uncovered a let mere for the pregramme. The UFO in these twe unusual 
cases leeks ol.-natt identical - semething ef very great significance,as the seuth 
Wales ease is prebably unknown eutside Wales and BUFORA readersln. p- 

The next night,January 24 1985»* c eerding te WAPIT case 8502,the Andersen family ef 
Burnley (no mere details) ebserved a silvery/green light three times ever the course 
ef ene heur,which faded in and out and was net a star.Ne ether details have been 
reperted, se it is net clear if these events are related.

1 had been helding aff puBlicatien af thie ease pending receipt ef a final repert 
frem WyUFORG,whe have investigated it far us.Hewever,I have been asked ta summarise 
what we knew far averseas ufelegists wha have picked up samewhat distarted press 
staries abaut it.The aocaunt ie based upan a sight af the WYUFORG repert last Octeber 
(which I was ssked ta return) and a talk ta the principle witness,wha attended the 
Bradford cenference. Readers will nate it is yet anether majer case in the seven day 
peri ad between April 18 and 25 last year (ta add ta events such as the East England 
airpert landing,the RAF LaJkenheath enceunter and the Blairgewie CE4) .Another point 
case (dated April 23 and invelving the MeD and phetegraphs) will be featured next time.. 

Saltfleet is an a remate part af the Lincelnshire caast,about 40 miles EWE af Lincaln. 
It beasts a caravan site at which 33yr aid Mrs M was staying.She had settled her twa 
bays inta bad and at 22.10 was vatehing T7 with har mather.Than she heard saunds fram 
them and walked aver ta their caravan,which was adjacent,settled them e<$a»n and was 
returning ta the film she was enjeying.On the way she spatted a circle af white lights^ 
a farmatian af smaller red lights abava and a bright white light atep them.Rubbing 
again she satisfied herself that samething weird was there. 

Mrs M called ta Mrs B (her mether aged 53) wha came aut.Then (at 
22.17 by her watch) the bays (aged 13 and 7) alee get called 
aut.Thera was new a clearly structured aval shape with a circle 
af 9 H lits and red,blue and green lights abave.lt was statienary 
quite near ta them and at a height estimated as 5>0*.Suddenly 
came an and the whale thing began ta revalve.Once steady lights 
were naw flashing and the speed af ratatian increased until all the celeurs blended 
inta a sart af blur.There was na saund as the abject maved aff sauth.The abject was 
naw visible as anly a diamTnd af four white lights with same 
central red lights (see Burnley oase,p.9l) .It turned shajply 
and maved eastwards aut ta sea.Bath Mrs M d. B were taking a 

turn at watching thraugh binaculars and saw the abject as it 

mev«d nerth,parallel with the share,very slawly,taking abaut 

2 minutes until level with them.It then turned again,naw ta 
be heading westwards,straight at theml At this paint it switched an a brilliant 
searchlight beam directed at the graund,illuminating first the sea and then the land 
beneath it.When it cams an dags all araund the area began barking furiausly.lt was an 
just a few secands and then switched eff.The abject came within a quarter mile,then 

turned seuth and cempleted a secand slaw circuit similar ta the 
first.By abaut 23,00 the abject was back aut at sea heading 
tewards them againl Meanwhile Mrs M went inta the caravan ta 
get ceats sa they cauld ga aut ante the beach far a cleser leeV # 

Their twa dags (a Jack Russel and a pup) ware ignering herfrigid 

at the sea tewards the abject through clased curtains.Bath were 
trembling in fear.Upan gaing back eutside the abject had headed straight far them as 
befere,with Mrs M leaking at it thraugh bineeulars when the beam came an. 

She drapped the binaculars and was blinded far several minutes by the glare.Her elder 
sen was farced ta camfart her.The ebjeet naw did net turn seuth,as befere,but came 
right an tap af them,descending ta araund 100 feet.The "beam" was seen as twa head¬ 
light a.Mrs M,new recevered(as it had taken sevoral minutes far the appreach te 

campleta),was waving at the abject screaming H Ceme an yau b«..,oame cleser and let us 
have a gaad leekl H It did sa.It havered right aver their heads,tetally silent,beaming 
ante them and illuminating them in a spatlightl Then the spotlight dimmed and they 
a fantastic view af the craft,with the lights revalving and a smekey glass dame. 
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The lights glawed almast fleurescent with a sart af hazy effect.The oraft tilted 
at a 45 degree angle ta reveal itself fully.lt havered far 2 minutes like this with 
the eerie silence centrasting with hewlings frem all the dags far miles araund.Then 
all lights but far faur red anes went aut,the abject climbed vertically and went aut 
ta sea.There was a sequel,in that a family wha awned a beach bungalaw arrived,saw 
the lights and watched in astanishment as the abject did anether twa circuits.The 
waman in thi.':> ceuple,Mrs W,held a baby in her arms.It was staring straight up at the 
abject as if transfixed by itl Mr W went back inside,reparted that his two dags were 
strangely ‘uneasy* and returned with his camera ta take same pictures af what were 
naw just high flying lights, f hey maved aut ta sea; were jained by a seoand set af 

lights,seamed ta ‘blink* ta ane anether,and maved aff nerth aut af view at 23 * 20. 

Obvieusly there is a let mare wark ta be dene an this amazing case .My mind did think 
af air-sea rescue helicepter missians ar exercises.But the preximity and silence seems 
te refute this.Besides/the M family have visited the same site each year since 1972 
and have never abserved any such activity. I hapa we get a full repart in due ceurse 


ANYTHING YOU GAN DO - UFO CAN DO BETTER

When JR was deing her Radia Twa chat shew in February (saa p*7) * farmer RAF pilat 
(TW) fhvned the BBC and asked JR ta call back afterwards,which she did.He advised af 
a persenal experience in what he claimed ta be Feb 1955 (reoalled because the 30 yr 
MeD secrecy rule an it had expired)Ju ^subsequent interview at hiB heme he teld the 
three investigatars (Pater Hough and aviatien expert Ray Sandbach alsa were present) 
that he was unsure af the date;,fcH«r meeted 1958jwhieh wa quiekly demenstrated was 

imprebable far the type af experimental aireraft ha was flying.He agreed and thwn 
suggested 1952 - in the summer semetimel Ha was vague and waaly an several ether key 
details 7 wh?o an the phene ha had net been.We gat the distinct impressien ha had 
backed aff,and altheugh he admitted that he had talked ta hi a aid RAF base between 
eur chat an the phana and the interview a oeuple af weeks later^he says he was net 
warned against speaking in any resoaet. 

TW began flying in 1939 (*«• 28) and at 
the sighting date was a Fit.Lieutenant. 

He speeialised in radar develepment and 
in 1958 left ta became a Principal Sci¬ 
entific affiucr with the MeD,in charged 
new airoraft/radar aystems,warking at an experimental RAF base.On the date af the 
sighting he and a fellaw pilat af similar rank (name unrecalled,sa he claims) had 
cleaned aut a seuped-up Canberra PR7 jet-,sa as ta lighten it sufficiently ta cl.-^ up 
ta an unusual height.They needed this ta test seme tap seeret radar which was plague^ 
with anemaleus prapagatian effects.Leaving RAF Beseembe Dewn and olimbing beyend all 
traffic ever Salisbury Plain (heading NW) they reached 55,000 (then cvwerld recard) 
at abaut mid-day an an almast cleudless day.They then detected a target at 5 mile 
range,paeing them immediately behind.Assuming it must be prapagatian ar malfunetien 
(altheugh they had came sa high ta evade these) they did all neoessary checks and 
riootvy satisfied themselves there was nathing wreng with the radar .TW then went up to 
the turret and leaked behind,where he saw a flat-disc shape glinting sunlight aff a 
metal surface.Meanwhile the pilat triad ta increase speed (maximum achieved was 225 
knets) but the thing just “hung in there**.TW then asked the pilat ta make a "big 
radius turn" ta the rightjwhich they did.As the radar was a rearward facing ane they 
last the target - but visually ahead sow the abject.They had naw been ebserving it 
(an radar) 7-8 mins and (visually) a oeuple af minutes.But they and the UFO were now

by TW and the pilet.lt was a flat eval,net unlike a’venem^with a thin twin stabiliser 
at the rear.W claims te have seen nething like it befere er since.Ne windaws,deers 
etc were visible.Then, in an instant, the craft rese vertically upwards: H fifty, 
sixty,seventy theysand feet - as quick as yeu ceuld say it^as TW puts it .With ne 
trail,and just a glinting flash,the abject disappeared upwards ic an "impassible' 
height. The Canberra oempleted its missien,landed,reperted the events verbally,but 
nebedy was interested«"Onoe we satisfied them it was net a Russian plane then they 
weren’t interestedTW briefed the radar manufacturers and they all cenoluded it was 
a real blip net a prepegatien effect .All in all he was remarkably blase' abeut the 
whele thing.He claims that at ne time did they enter inte radie centact with the 
greund during the several minutes ef the event,er afterwards.Nor dees he belueve 
greund radar tracked anything ether than them.Ner dees he find this edd. KUFORA were 
left with a distinct impressien TW had,fer whatever reasen,clammed up after hia 
telephene ehat and was being deliberately oagey te ensure vague details gave 
ne prespect ef real investigatien. We will keep eur eyes en this enei
